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MARTIAL LAW 



Is not generally known nnd the miners 
are going on with their arrangements. 
Uen. Gobin talked over the tele- 
phone to Gov. Hastings for an 
hour or more Sunday afternoon. 
He said he had merely made a 
formal report to the governor of the 
situation. It is apparent, however, 
that the commander is not cheered by 
the immediate outlook, although he 
says lie thinks there will be no further 
turbulence. He would not say when 
the troops are likely to be withdrawn 
nnd lie has resolved to act with the ut- 
most rigor. 

Furthermore, he made a revelation 
vyliieh put a startling aspect upon the 
situation. This was, that the house of 
/lie engineer of No. 3 colliery had been 
/broken into late Saturday night by six 
masked men, and the engineer, 
who is a cripple, unmercifully beat 
him. There is no clew to the 
identity of the assailants. The 
only work the man has been do- 
ing lately is the pumping necessary 
to free the mine from water. The gen- 
eral had also received a formal report 
of the Audcnreid outrage of last 

Thursday night, when strikers broke 
iivto the house of (lomer Jones, super- 
intendent of the Lehigh and Wilkes- 
barr\Coal Co. Jones, whose unpopu- 
larityYwitli the miners was one of 
the fryst causes of the strike, 
was not there but the men literally 
wrecked the interior of the house and 
then attacked a mine power house 
nearby and stole therefrom a quantity 
of dynamite. As soon as lie heard of 
this Oen. Oobin assigned a guard of 
the Thirteenth regiment to remain at 
Audcnreid. 

To all intent and purpose Hazleton 
is under martial law. Oen. Uobin de- 
clared Sunday night that in spite of 
warrants issued for the arrests of Sher- 
iff Martin and his deputies, no con- 
stables or civic authority will be per- 
mitted to arrest the men. He said that 
the sheriff is an executive officer, 
whose duty is to preserve the peace, 
and thut he, Oobin, and the troops are 
really subordinate to the sheriff at this 
time, being engaged in helping him to 
perform that duty. Under these cir- 
cumstances he will not permit inter- 
ference with the sheriff's officials so 
long as the militia is here. In spite of 
this fine distinction the commander's 
decision on tins point is accepted as 
superceding the civil authorities by the 
military power.

Sheriff Martin wns in entifo com- 
mand and stood in the front of the line 
until the strikers approached. They 
were (seen coining across the t '.ilge, and 
Sheriff Martin went out to meet them. 

The men drew up sullenly and lis- 
tened in silence until he had once more 
read the riot aet. This finished, a low 
murmuring arose among the foreign- 
ers nnd there was a slight .movement 
forward. Perceiving this, the sheriff 
stepped toward them nnd in a deter- 
mined tone forbade advance. Some 
one struck the sheriff nud 
the next moment there was a 
command to the deputies to fire. The 
guns of the deputies instantly belched 
forth a terrible volley. The report 
seemed to shake the very mountains 
and a cry of dismay went up from the 
people. The strikers were taken en- 
tirely by surprise, and ns the men top- 
pled and fell over each other, those 
who remained unhurt stampeded. The 
men went down before the storm of 
bullets like tenpins uud the groans of 
tile dying und wounded Tilled the air. - 

Tlio excitement that followed was 
simply indescribable. The 1 deputies 
seemed to he terror-stricken at the 
deadly execution of their guns, nnd see- 
ing the living strikers fleeing like wild 
and others dropping to the earth, they 
went to tiie aid of the unfortunates 
whom they had brought down. 

Along t lie bank of the trolley road 
men lay in every position, some dead, 
others dying. Three bodies, face down- 
ward, lny along the incline and three 
others were hut a short distance away. 
On the other side of the road as many 
more bodies lay. The school house was 
transformed into a temporary hospital 
and some of the wounded were taken 
there. The colliery ambulnnce was 
summoned to the place as soon as pos- 
sible, and upon its arrival two men, 
both shot' through the legs, were 
loaded Into the wagon. All along the 
hillside wounded men were found, on 
the green on the roadside nnd in the 
fields. Many others, who had been 
carried to a distance, could not be 
found. 

Harrisburg, l’a., Sept. 11.— Gov. 
Hastings Friday night ordered out the 
Third brigade, of which Gen. Oobin is 
commander, and instructed (len. Schall 
to hold the First brigade in readiness. 

II vzki.ton, Pa., Sept. 13. — The situa- 
tion hero Sunduy night was graver 
than it has been at any time since the 
bloody affray of Friday afternoon. 
There is strong reason to fear a con- 
flict between the strikers and the mili- 
tary Monday and there is un indica- 
tion thut from five to seven thousand 
more miners will join the malcontents. 

Feeling continues high against Sher- 
iff' Martin and ills deputies, and the in- 
tensity of tiie situation is such that a 
sudden turn of tiie head or a word 
spolfbii above the ordinary tone, brings 
a running crowd. The soldiers arc 
watchful and ready for any emergency, 
and the people of the town are in a 
state which inny easily become panic. 

An incident of ugly omen occurred 
during I lie funeral of three of tlic vic- 
tims Sunday afternoon. As services whs 
being held inside of the St. Joseph's 
church about 3,000 foreigners were 
congregated a limit the doors. A num- 
ber of them raised their voices und 
it is declared by eye-witnesses 
that a policeman stationed near 
tiie door became unduly officious. 
Instantly an ominous muttering fol- 
lowed mingled with scowling looks 
and clenched fists. Word was immedi- 
ately carried indoors to Rev. Father 
Aust. He hurried to the door nnd i 
bundled the men who seemed most 
quarrelsome in tiie church. A few 
words of counsel to the others prevent- 
ed further demonstrations. 

Trouble is In the air, and if it is to 
come, the time will be Monday.

Gobin Monday night and as he hud ul- 
ready heard mutterings from other 
sources he decided to send guards to 
the houses of the two mine superin- 
tendents.

Wn.KESBAKKK, Pa., Sept. 13.— Sheriff 
Martin spent the night at his home in 
this city and left for Hazleton with 
the militia Saturday morning. Before 
taking his departure he went into Red- 
dington's restaurant for some refresh- 
ments. The place was filled with sol- 
diers and sympathizers of the striking 
miners. Tlic sheriff was hissed 
when he entered, hut lie paid no atten- 
tion to the taunts. Then the 
crowd gathered around him and lie was 
inclined to resist their interference. 
His friends, however, hustled him off 
to a private room, where lie remained 
until the time for the departure of the 
train. 

A reporter accompanied the sheriff 
on his trip down. Mr. Martin was cool 
und collected. He said: 

“This is an unfortunate affair, but I 
think ninety-nine men out of a hun- 
dred would have done just us 1 did. 
But now that the crisis has been 
reached, I do not propose to shirk my 
duty. Some soy my action was prema- 
ture: that I should have jollied with 
the mocking mob. I tell you I had 
been parleying with them for four days 
and it did no good. They were grad- 
ually getting the best of the situation, 
und I think in 34 hours more things 
would have been worse." 

Harrisburg, Pa., Sept. 13.— The ex- 
ecutive mansion lias been tiie scene of 
much activity during the last 48 hours.

Resolutions Adopted Accepting the Sixty, 
live Cent Compromise -Ten Day* le the 
Time Provided for Miner* to Keeurne 
Work— Illlnol* Miner* to Convene. 



Columbus, O., Sept. l».— The great 
miners' strike which was declared on 
Inly 4, was brought to an end Satur- 
day evening, so far. nt least, as western 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana and West 
Viginia are concerned, by the action of 
the interstate convention of miners, 
which hns been in session here since 
Wednesday. 

After a day of voting and wrangling, 
the convention adopted a resolution ac- 
cepting the proposition of the Pitts- 
burgh operators. The vote was 

495 for and 317 against accept- 
ing the terms of settlement. 

Eleven votes were not cast. The 

delegates from Illinois, who had 250 
votes, were unanimously against a set- 
tlement. Indiana and West Virginia 
voted solidly to accept the operators' 
proposition, but there were scattering 
votes among the Ohio and Pittsburgh 
delegates against it. 

While ten days is provided for the 
miners to resume work, it is probable 
many of the Ohio and Pittsburgh mines 
will be reopened Monday. The conven- 
tion adopted resolution s indorsing the 
action of the national executive board 
in recommending a settlement on the 
terms proposed. 

The Illinois miners will be called in 
convention at Springfield. September 
10, to determine what shall he done in 
that state. Some of the Illinois dele- 
gates are very bitter in their denuncia- 
tion of the action of the convention, 
since they claim their interests have 
not been given due consideration. 

A resolution was adopted denounc- 
ing the action of the deputies in firing 
Into tbe crowd of striking miners at 
Iiazclton. Pa.
